In looking over her third grade 
class in the Fannie D. Noe school | 
yesterday afternoon, Miss 
Bertha Watson saw sons and 
daughters of pupils she had in \ 
former years. 

She is well prepared to ‘un- | 
derstand” her students of today | 
because she got to know their | 
parents when they were third 
graders. | 

And there is no difference be- 
tween students of the two gen- | 
erations, she explained, after she | 
had just arisen from her desk in 
the local educational institution. |

“Well, if there is any differ- 
ence, it is in the attitude of the 
boys and girls toward disci- 
pline,” she said. The class had 
heen dismissed but some of the 
students remained to finish a 
lesson. She has 26 pupils and 
about half of them busily wrote. 


Contact between the teacher 
and mother is vital, Miss Watson ! 
said, and she commented on the | 
present system that brings them | 
together. | 

“We don’t send out report 
cards—the mothers are asked to 
come to the school and discuss 
with the teacher progress of chil- 
dren.” Graciously she asked a ; 
little girl to keep her seat and 
told her that she would look at 
her work in a minute. ‘Yes, I 
like the third grade the best of 
any. Well, the fourth is some- 
what the same, but I enjoy third 
graders.” 

“Oftentimes a student who 
seems backward in his studies at 
first develops into a very fine 
scholar later on. I try to keep 
in contact with the students | 
when they get into junior high 
school and Chaffey, but I lose 

track of many.” 


When students went to school 
in a building at Euclid avenue 
and Ninth street, Miss Watson 
began teaching many of those 
who are today well established 
in business and on citrus groves.
